THE CIVIL LIBERTIES DEFENSE CENTER AND ITS FOUNDER CELEBRATE 
20 YEARS OF LEGAL SUPPORT IN EUGENE AND ACROSS THE COUNTRY

n June 1997 environmental activists climbed old 
heritage trees in downtown Eugene in an attempt to 

stop them from being cut down for aparking garage. 
Lauren Regan, the executive director and staff 

attorney of the Civil Liberties Defense Center, 
graduated from the University of Oregon in envi- 
ronmental law in April 1997. It was just over a 
month later that what is now referred to as the “June Ist 
pepper spray massacre” happened in downtown Eugene. 

“Eugene Police Department showed up and they 
dumped so much pepper spray on these activists that 
they were literally hanging from the branches of trees 
with no safety nets or anything,” Regan says, recount- 
ing the incident. 

At 3 am that June 1 morning, activists called Regan 
and asked her to be the lawyer on the scene, to make sure 
everything went OK in case people were were extracted 
from the trees. 

“No one ever thought that it was going to end up with 
the level of police brutality and chemical weapon use,” 
Regan tells Eugene Weekly. “I watched all of these people, 
many of whom were Earth First! journalists, just getting 
brutalized and extracted from the tree and arrested 
and hauled off to jail. And those cases ended up being 
my first criminal defense cases.” Amnesty International 
condemned EPD’s use of pepper spray in the incident. 

Josh Laughlin, then a 22-year-old University of Oregon 
undergrad student and Earth First! Journal editor, and 
now executive director of environmental nonprofit Casca- 
dia Wildlands, was one of the dozen or so people in the 
trees. He was also active in the efforts to stop old-growth 
logging on public forest lands that led to arrests of many

HIGHLIGHTS BLACK HAIR AND MORE

lack Hair Matters. That is the theme of this 
year’s Eugene Juneteenth Celebration, organizer 
Drea Smith says. Juneteenth, which has been 
celebrated on June 19 in parts of the U.S. since 
1865, commemorates the emancipation of African 
Americans from slavery and celebrates Black culture. 
Eugene Juneteenth will be at Alton Baker 


Park on June 18, and Monday June 19 is the federal June- 
teenth holiday. Smith says previous Eugene Juneteenths 
have had 1,500 to 2,000 attendees. She co-founded the 
event four years ago with Vanessa Fuller, who is also the 
performance coordinator. 
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of Regan’s environmental activist friends. 

He says Regan helped represent him and two other 
defendants for the charges they faced and that she also 
assisted them in bringing a case against Eugene for the 
excessive force used. The three protesters received a 
settlement of $30,000. 

“Tt was actually really empowering to work with Lauren, 
somebody who had supported our values and our vision 
for protecting these old forests,” Laughlin says. “To be 
able to work with Lauren, both on the criminal defense 
and the proactive civil rights violations that we brought 
against the city of Eugene, was eye opening.” 

After these events, Regan realized that while there 
were many public interest environmental lawyers, few 
focused on how to support the movement through the 
legal system. 

“I started trying to figure out a way to have the backs 
of activists that were engaged in the movement,” Regan 
says. From that the Civil Liberties Defense Center was 
born in 2003. 

The mission of the CLDC is to support movements that 
“dismantle the political and economic structures at the 
root of social inequality and environmental destruction.” 
The organization provides litigation as well as education 
and legal resources to support environmental advocates 
and activists in and out of court. 

The center has worked on cases across the coun- 
try. In 2016 the CLDC filed a federal civil rights lawsuit 
charging multiple law enforcement agencies in North 
Dakota for assaulting and violating peaceful protesters 
at Standing Rock. 

That same year, the CLDC provided free legal repre- 
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sentation to the Valve Turners, five climate activists who 
closed the valves on four pipelines carrying tar sands oil 
into the U.S. from Canada, shutting off 15 percent of U.S. 
crude oil imports for almost a day. The Valve Turners 
were charged with multiple felonies. 

The CLDC kept all but one activist out of jail and 
prevented them from having to pay large restitution 
amounts to the pipeline company. Regan said at the time 
that “I think the Valve Turner cases were an excellent 
example of activists and lawyers working together to 
use the legal system and courtrooms to advance climate 
advocacy, outreach and education in rural areas where 
fossil fuel industries prevail and activists rarely set foot.” 

Back in Eugene, the center has helped countless orga- 
nizations and activists. In 2011 during the Occupy Eugene 
movement, Regan represented current Eugene City Coun- 
cilor Emily Semple when Semple was arrested for protesting 
for free speech multiple times. Regan got Semple’s cases 
dismissed, and Semple tells EW that she was impressed 
with the advice and reassurance Regan gave. 

“Tknow that she works on so many, both controversial 
and important, issues,” Semple says. “I feel that she's 
somebody who really does make a difference in our world.” 

More recently, the CLDC represented activists involved 
in the Black Unity-led protest in Springfield in July 2020. 
The Springfield Police Department arrested and physi- 
cally assaulted protesters, and the CLDC filed a federal 
civil rights lawsuit. Regan writes in a May 2022 guest 
viewpoint on the case that “Nine activists were charged 
with misdemeanors and one faced felonies. Only one was 
convicted — the other cases were dismissed.” 

Creating resources and providing legal education is 
also a big priority of the center. Before COVID-19, the 
CLDC offered in-person “know your rights” training. 
Sarah Alvarez, a staff attorney for the center, says that 
during the pandemic, the center held biweekly webinar 
sessions to continue to cover basic rights information 
for activists, immigrants and unhoused people, as well as 
other topics such as the workings of police misconduct 
litigation, or how to do digital security on cell phones. 

“We have a really huge, huge library online that is 
totally free and accessible to anyone who wants to watch,” 
Alvarez adds. 


The CLDC is celebrating its 20th anniversary with a party at Dorris 
Ranch from 5-10 pm on June 17. There will be 100 tickets available 
for $80 to $100, sliding scale, and food and beverages will be served. 
Tickets at CLDC.org/donate, write “20th Ticket” in the notes or call 
541-687-9180. 
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This year, the celebration will have eight food trucks, a number of headliners, and 
that focus on Black hair as well as on Black businesses. The Black Hair Matters theme 
will be “showcasing any hair stylist that can style Black hair,” Smith 


says. Locally, she says there are two main salons styling Black 
hair — Blessings Hair Design and Hapi Hair Studio — but, she 
says, “People from all different background and walks of 


life are learning to style Black hair.” 

Smith says Juneteenth’s Hair Zone will feature a 
huge art display with photographs of hair styles and 
variations on styles like cornrows, curls, Bantu knots 
and more. Smith points out that Black people face 
“little barriers that people don’t think about,” 
from helmets not designed for Black hair to Black 
ballet dancers being asked to wear pink tights 

that don’t come close to their flesh tones. 
In addition to food trucks ranging from 
Ethiopian to Haitian cuisine, the event 
will feature Zimbabwean-born musician 
Munya Mambira as a headliner with full band 
and dance choreography, which Smith calls 
“lively and upbeat Afro Beat.” Also on the roster 
will be Maya Francine Thomas singing the hits of 
Billie Holiday, and a number of local Black performers.

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e lt makes no sense to even think 
about recalling Rep. Paul Holvey, one 
of our most outstanding Oregon legis- 
lators and a staunch labor advocate, 
but UFCW Local 555 is pushing on. 
His friends and political colleagues 
are organizing to fight this recall, and 
that's an impressive group. The union 
says it’s got years of beef with Holvey 
and the Legislature not doing what 
UFCW wants them to, but we wonder 
what the heck is actually behind this. 
For one thing, other unions like SEIU 
Local 503 are backing Holvey. Some- 
body stands to benefit, and it’s not the 
workers Holvey has advocated for his 
whole career. Also, what about recall- 
ing the Republicans who have walked 
out of the Legislature and prevented 
important bills from being passed? 
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e Speaking of politics, the results 
of the May 16 special election are in. 
Despite a substantial lead, Ward 7 
City Councilor Lyndsie Leech didn’t 
get the more than 50 percent she 
needed to win, so she will face second 
highest vote-getter Barbie Walker 
in the fall. Leech was appointed by 
the council to replace Claire Syrett, 
whose spurious recall foreshadowed 
the current efforts to get rid of Paul 
Holvey. Neighborhood NIMBY Paul 
Conte, the subject of several recent 
letters to the editor, was a major 
force behind the Syrett recall; the 
candidate he backed, Janet Ayres, 
only garnered 19 percent of the vote. 


e Federal Judge Ann Aiken 
announced her retirement from 
active service in time for Presi- 
dent Joe Biden to name a replace- 
ment. The announcement said that 
she will step down Dec. 20, or when 
Biden names her successor, and “It 


is her intention to continue to render 
substantial judicial service as a senior 
judge.” That was wise on Aiken’s part 
in these turbulent political times. The 
current Supreme Court is a good 
reminder of why it matters who 
appoints the judges. Aiken herself 
was nominated to the court by Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton and approved by the 
Senate in 1998. She was chief judge of 
the United States District Court for 
the District of Oregon from 2009 to 
2016 and was the first woman to hold 
that position on the Oregon court. 


e In food and drink news, we’ve 
gotten press releases about two 
popular establishments up for sale. 
Falling Sky Brewery founder-turned- 
business-broker Rob Cohen says in an 
email that Cornbread Cafe’s “visionary 
owner, Sheree Walters, needs to sell 
her groundbreaking business in order 
to take care of her ailing parents.” He 
says Cornbread “received national 


acclaim being the first vegan restau- 
rant featured on the Food Network's 
Diners, Drive-ins and Dives.” The 
press release says Walters’ “goal is 
to sell Cornbread Cafe to someone 
that will carry the torch and take it 
to new places.” Back in May, Cohen 
announced that Gratitude Brewing 
is up for sale as well. 


e Oregon is supposed to be a clean 
and green state. So how do we explain 
our dirty history of former Gov. John 
Kitzhaber leaving office with ethics 
violations and former Gov. Neil Gold- 
schmidt later admitting to raping a 
14-year-old girl while he was in office? 
And now we have Shemia Fagan, 
recently resigned Oregon secretary 
of state, under federal investigation 
after allegations of a long list of viola- 
tions in regard to her work with the 
cannabis industry. Maybe we’re green, 
but not so clean.

nthe past five years, the city of Eugene has used 72-hour notices to evict unhoused 
people camping on public property more than 7,000 times, ordering them to move 
under threat of losing their possessions or paying a fine in court. 

Oregon law requires cities like Eugene to seek help for the people they send 
packing. The law directs cities and counties to alert a social service agency each 
time they issue a notice and force a homeless camper to move. 

It's been state law for nearly 30 years. Yet Eugene ignores this law daily and 

shows little signs of complying any time soon. 

City officials acknowledge they rarely, if ever, notify social service agencies when 
they evict unhoused people camping on public property. Social service agencies say 
they receive no alerts from the city, despite the requirement in law. 

Eugene officials say they don't follow state law because they fund ongoing outreach 
services to unhoused people whether or not they have received a notice to pack up 
and move their camp. 

But social services organizations dispute the idea that the city is providing adequate 
assistance, especially when the city compels homeless campers to move. 

White Bird Clinic's Navigation Empowerment Services Team (NEST) has acontract 
with Eugene to provide outreach services to unhoused people. 

Theresa Boudreau, NEST’s interim coordinator, says the outreach program would 
be far more effective if the city alerted her organization where and when they have 
evicted an unhoused person from a camp. 

“We cannot keep guessing where our clients may or may not go, who or where [they] 
may or may not get swept and provide a continuum of care that will actually make a 
change in our unhoused crisis,” she says. 

Mayor Lucy Vinis declined to say whether she was aware Eugene officials were not 
following the law when it came to notifying social services agencies. 

“Tam aware of our efforts to address homelessness in this city and the challenges 
that we face. And I rely on the staff to do that work,” Vinis says. “I'm at a policy level —a 
much higher level — I am not involved in the day-to-day operations of the city.” 

Vinis also declined to say whether she believes the city should comply with the law. 
“I believe the city has an obligation to address homelessness in our community to the 
best of our ability,” Vinis says. 

City Manager Sarah Medary is responsible for overseeing city policies. She did not 
respond to Eugene Weekly’s request for an interview. 

Since 1995, Oregon law has had requirements on how cities can evict unhoused 
people who are camping on public property. For example, a city must post a 72-hour 
notice before removing an unhoused person from a campsite on public property. (The 
2021 Legislature increased the warning time from 24 hours to 72 hours.) 

Oregon law also requires cities to develop a policy that “recognizes the social nature 
of the problem of homeless individuals camping on public property [and] implement 
the policy as developed, to ensure the most humane treatment for removal of homeless 
individuals from camping sites on public property.” 

Here’s what the law says about providing services to people the city has swept from 
their campsites: 

“When a 72-hour notice is posted, law enforcement officials shall inform the local 
agency that delivers social services to homeless individuals as to where the notice has 
been posted. The local agency may arrange for outreach workers to visit the camping 
site that is subject to the notice to assess the need for social service assistance in 
arranging shelter and other assistance.” 

Former state Sen. Frank Shields, a Portland Democrat, helped write the 1995 law 
requiring cities to take a proactive step toward connecting unhoused campers with 
social services if they’re forced to move. 

Shields says the Legislature wrote the law specifically to guarantee social service 
agencies could be present to help. Shields says he's distressed that the city of Eugene 
is ignoring the law. 

“They ought to be ashamed of themselves,” Shields says. “Where's the humanity in that? 
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Eugeneis supposed to be known asa very progressive city. What’s progressive about this?” 
Thecity has faced criticism that it’s been increasing the criminalization ofhomelessness. 
On May 24, the Eugene City Council voted to update its anti-camping ordinance, 

compelled bya state law meant to protect unhoused people from criminal consequences 

for camping on public property when they have no other option. 

But the city rewrote the rules without making it clear where people could legally 
sleep outside, and further criminalized homelessness by increasing fines and adding 
jail time in some instances. 

Meanwhile, city officials have increased pressure on the unhoused in other ways. 

Eugene officials quickly found a way to dodge the 2021 state law increasing the 
warning time to 72 hours before a city removes an unhoused camp. 

The law requires that “established camps” receive 72 hours’ notice, so the city 
invented a new category for camps in October 2021: “non-established camps.” The 
city says these camps have been in place for less than 24 hours, making them exempt 
from the law. Instead of 72 hours to move, Eugene only gives “non-established” camps 
two hours. 

Records show city workers have issued more than 1,4.00 of these rapid eviction 
notices since the law changed [See “Fast and Furious,” EW, April 13]. 

City officials defend their decision to ignore the law. City spokeswoman Cambra 
Ward Jacobson says in an email to EW that the city pays for outreach services that 
allow nonprofit organizations to look for unhoused people who might need help with 
finding shelter and other resources. 

“By funding street outreach services to the unhoused, including those living in 
campsites that are posted for cleanup, the City is working to actively connect people 
with services instead of passively expecting that connection to occur as a result of a 
notification,” Jacobson’s email says. 

University of Oregon law professor Sarah Adams-Schoen, who researches state and 
local government law, says the language of the statute is mandatory and that it seems 
there’s only an exception if the city has a more protective policy. 

“The whole point of the Oregon statute is to protect people who are really vulnerable, 
and it creates a duty,” she says. 

City spokesperson Kelly Mclver points to the city’s contract with White Bird’s NEST 
program as an example. The city has provided $200,000 to NEST a year in each of the 
last two fiscal years, he says. 

NEST’s Boudreau says her organization’s teams go out five days a week for about 
four to five hours looking for unhoused people to assist. Boudreau says NEST will make 
contact with clients multiple times to provide case management, but, when camps are 
suddenly moved, it has to track them down again to continue that assistance. 

Boudreau says the city provides no information about where workers have posted 
notices for unhoused campers to move. If NEST had this information, she says, outreach 
crews could do far more to support people by helping them keep their belongings and 
find shelter. 

“We try to be as preventative as we can, but we can only do so much with the tools 
that we have,” Boudreau says. 

Mclver also points to another White Bird program, CAHOOTS, the mobile team 
that’s dispatched through police non-emergency lines and serves as an alternative to 
police response for nonviolent crises 

CAHOOTS Program Coordinator Arlo Silver says that the organization does not 
receive any alerts from city workers when they force unhoused campers to move. Silver 
also says CAHOOTS wouldn't participate anyway. 

“Tt is against our values to assist in sweeping camps in this way,” Silver says in an 
email. “In practice, being a default ‘resource’ in these situations simply makes it easier 
for the city and for the police to justify displacing people, because they can point to 
CAHOOTS and say we will take care of the situation.” 

Mclver also says ShelterCare is one of the agencies the city funds to provide street 
outreach services. But a representative from ShelterCare says the housing and behavioral

health agency does not do street outreach. 

“We do not have a street outreach team,” 
ShelterCare development coordinator Alyssa Gilbert 
tells EW. “We specialize in permanent supportive housing.” 

City officials point out that they provide campers with a notice that tells them where 
they can locate social services and shelter on their own. 

But Heather Marek of the Oregon Law Center says a piece of paper with alist of resources 
cannot replace the timely help the law intends to provide unhoused people. Social workers 
are specifically trained to help people in traumatic situations navigate accessing resources, 
she says. 

Marek says her unhoused clients often don’t know where they can go to sleep or 
get help in Eugene. 

She recalls an unhoused person who uses a wheelchair describing police telling her 
she could move to Eugene Mission, a shelter that was miles away. 

“When they relate to me the traumatic event of their sweep, I frequently learn that 
they specifically asked city staff where they can go and are offered no options, or they 
tell city staff about their disabilities and ask for help but are offered no assistance,” 
Marek says. 

Blake Burrell, the Eugene Human Rights Commission’s Homelessness and Poverty 
Work Group co-chair, says without real-time data on shelter capacities, he wonders how 
city or outreach workers could know which shelter a camper could go to. 

“If the City of Eugene did inform local agencies when and where notices are posted, 
some agencies may conduct outreach, and in that instance, those organizations may be 
able to provide more accurate information on programs and daily bed unit inventory 
to individuals impacted by clearances,” Burrell says in an email to EW. 

Ashley Smith and Jason Maloney, a couple who has been living unhoused in Eugene 
for more than a year, say they know the experience firsthand. 

Smith and Maloney say that in October last year, they were camping in Amazon Park 
when city workers gave them a72-hour notice to remove their tent. Maloney says they stayed 
right up until the deadline. “We always run it to the end because we don’t have anywhere to 
go,” Maloney says. 

Smith and Maloney say that before they could move their camp, it started pouring 
rain. They huddled together in their tent, squeezing into the corner of it that was still 
dry, and fell asleep. 


It Must Be the Climate 
HEY NW NATURAL : OUR FUTURE IS NOT FOR SALE 


The impending climate crisis makes me 
fear for my future. I went to my first 
climate strike in eighth grade, and I’ve 
been a passionate climate activist ever 
since. Now, I am a junior at South 
Eugene High School and leader of the 
school’s climate action club EG350. 
Youth like me have been trying to create 
sustainable change in our school 
communities by starting composting 
systems, promoting carpooling, and 
reducing plastic use in our cafeteria. I’ve 
been doing my best to reduce emissions, 
so when I heard that Eugene’s 
electrification ordinance had passed, I 
was overjoyed.

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This ordinance requires that all new 
homes be built all electric, reducing 
future emissions. Eugene started to 
move in the right direction, the first 
concrete step in meeting Eugene’s 
emission goals outlined in the Climate 
Recovery Ordinance. But my joy didn’t 
last long.

They say police officers woke them up the next day 
and issued them tickets. Records show police on Oct. 
25, 2022, ticketed Smith and Maloney for violating park 
rules. The next day, records show, police again charged them with violating park rules 
and added a criminal trespass charge for each of them. 

Smith and Maloney say it would have been helpful to know where they could have 
found shelter before that rainy night left them with the violations. 

But they say finding a shelter that’s nearby, open, accepts couples and has available 
beds is difficult — not to mention lugging their belongings. 

Smith says that if Eugene officials had alerted social workers to their location, they 
would have had a greater opportunity to find shelter. 

“If there was a system in place that would facilitate something like that, it would be 
really beneficial,” Smith says. “I don’t want to spend the rest of my life ina tent on astreet.” 

EW asked Vinis if she thought having the city follow state law would provide more 
support to unhoused people. 

“On alocal, county, state and national level, more robust services would help people 
who are homeless,” Vinis said. 

Vinis declined to say whether she believed the city should change its approach to 
the notification law. City officials did not respond to EW about whether the city intends 
to start following the law. 

But if the city continues to ignore the law, what’s the remedy? 

UO law professor Adams-Schoen says, generally speaking, someone could take legal 
action to make the city follow a state law. “People can seek a declaratory judgment from 
acourt that, essentially, tells the city it isn’t complying with the law. Another tool is the 
writ of mandamus, which is used to get a court to order alocal government or any other 
governmental entity to do its duty under state law,” she says. 

“Although the writ of mandamus is not always an available remedy, it is most effective 
when the legal duty is clear, like it appears to be under this statute.” 

Marek says that the state law is meant to ensure cities are treating unhoused people 
humanely and recognizing the social nature of homelessness, as the law requires. 

“But what we see is that [when] people are swept,” Marek says, “they're pushed 
into places that are less safe and secure on the fringes of the city instead of getting 
connected to the shelter and services that could actually help better their situation.”

on this ordinance, NW Natural would be cutting off 
our youth voices, we who have been at the forefront 
of this fight; we who have the most to lose. While my 
generation will be the most impacted by climate 
change, we are not yet eligible to vote so our voices 
are effectively silenced. For youth like me, even the 
thought of the electrification ordinance being 
overturned is a disaster. 


Eugene’s electrification ordinance is the first step in a 
long line of necessary actions to prevent the worst 
impacts of the climate crisis. This should have been 
an easy win, but it has turned into a heated battle. 
What does this say about the future of necessary 
climate policy in Eugene? I’m tired of policies 
essential to our survival getting politicized. I’m tired 
of big corporations selfishly slowing our progress 
just to defend their dirty profits. For the sake of my 
generation and our future, we need these policies, and 
we need to pass them quickly. 


As a young 
person, my whole 
future is ahead of 
me. If we don’t 
change things 
soon, my future 
will be grim. The 
electrification 
ordinance only 
concerns NEW 
homes. It’s about 
creating a smooth 
transition to new, 
more efficient 
technologies for a 
better future. 


Still, there is hope. NW Natural isn’t splurging for 
nothing, they’re doing so because they know we're a 
threat. As a historically green city, and the first city 
in Oregon to pass an electrification ordinance, 


Natural, the largest gas utility in Oregon, 
made it clear that they would do everything in their 
power to overturn the ordinance. 


NW Natural is dead-set on overturning this climate 
policy but they are ultimately working to protect 
their short term profits in support of an unrealistic 
dream of eternal economic growth. They don’t care 
that their profit is at the expense of our future. So 
called “natural” gas is a fossil fuel that contributes 
greatly to the climate crisis and is also a health 
concern. Recent science shows that gas is a source of 
indoor pollution, and it’s unhealthy to breathe it in. 
Youth are particularly affected, with 12.7% of 
childhood asthma cases attributed to gas stove use. 
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Why would you 
build new homes with outdated infrastructure? This 
ordinance is about creating a safer and more 
sustainable future. 


This ordinance has been under consideration for over 
two years, and many, many people have been at the 
table. Youth like me, climate supporters, and many 
others have been testifying and rallying for this 
policy, demonstrating widespread support. NW 
Natural’s campaign to repeal the ordinance via 
ballot referendum doesn’t increase democratic 
processes in Eugene, it only allows the gas 
corporation to pump millions of dollars into 
misleading the public. In fact, by pushing for a vote 


Eugene has the power to lead change. We can’t let 
them strip us of this power. Others are already 
following suit. Ashland’s City Council just voted 
unanimously to follow in Eugene’s footsteps and draft 
electrification ordinance language following a strong 
youth-led movement. As Eugene youth, we aren’t 
able to vote on a ballot measure but we will not be 
silenced. We won’t let fossil fuel interests/NW 
Natural steal our future.

Art that Heals 


KARIN CLARKE SHOWS PHOTOGRAPHS 
OF THE WILLAMETTE NATIONAL FOREST BY 
NAEEMEH NAEEMAE!

an art heal nature? The idea that it can is a driving force behind Naeemeh 
Naeemaei’s art, now on view until June 24. in Naeemeh Naeemaei: JAAN 
at the Karin Clarke Gallery. 

Clarke typically exhibits “master painters of Oregon,” most of whom 
are drawn to landscapes. This exhibit of Naeemaei’s work is a depar- 
ture, since it is photography, not painting, and the artist is from Iran. 
She actually resides in Chicago now, but lived in Eugene from 2018 to 

2021 while her husband pursued a graduate degree at the University of Oregon. 

The large photographs — they measure 40 by 60 inches — of the Willamette National 
Forest in the JAAN series were taken during the time she lived here. They were first 
exhibited last year in The Presence of Nature at the Schneider Museum of Art in Ashland 
in a group exhibit with works by Olga Volchkova and Claire Burbridge. 

“Jaan” is a Persian word, Naeemaei says in her artist statement, that means “soul, 
life, and also dearest.” 

Before coming to the U.S., growing up in Iran, Naeemaei collected leaves and pods, 
things with seeds, stems with unusually shaped botanics. Then, before she left her 
home country, she took pictures of these things and brought them with her, leaving 
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the collection behind. In addition to JAAN, a second 
series called Arterioles, comprising 24 of her photo- 
graphs from Iran, is on display. 

The Arterioles series consists ofintimately sized black 
and white pictures that resemble drawings. Defined as 
“mixed-media on paper,” they’ve been modified by hand 
and tinted red in places, and they complement the eight 
more showy, large and very green photographs of the 
Willamette Forest that are the JAAN series. 

Together, Arterioles and JAAN present a micro and 
macro picture of nature, as well as offering us a view of 
Naeemaei’s evolution as an artist: the small observa- 
tions she made coming of age in Iran to the larger state- 
ments she’s currently making about the environment. 

Naeemaeithinks of herselfas a healer-artist. She says 
she tries to “play the role ofa healer by getting into cracks 
and woundsasanartery.” InJAANshe visualizes her pres- 
ence in the landscape with “a delicate red scarf,” and in 
Arterioles, she adds tints of red that include her own blood. 

Naeemaei first came to Clarke’s attention in 2019 in the wonderful Dreams Before 
Extinction exhibit at Jordan Schnitzer Museum of Art. 

In response to that show, Clarke says, “I liked that she put herself in her artwork.” 
Clarke is a painter, too, and has lately realized she prefers to paint interiors rather 
than exteriors, depicting herself in some of those interior scenes. 

Naeemaei’s work that Clarke saw at the JSMA exhibit was acrylic or oil painting on 
canvas.. The representational style of those paintings was realistic, often with a surreal 
or fantastic edge. The photographs of the forest in JAANare giclee prints on canvas. | 
was struck, upon first entering the gallery, by how similar the look of the photographs 
is to the artist’s previous realistic approach to painting. 

The surreal touch is still present, though, as the red scarf stands for ahuman pres- 
ence in all the forest images. It floats, hides, protects. It stands as asymbol for a hope- 
ful healing presence — the same as it does in the stylistically different Arterioles series. 

In Dreams Before Extinction, Naeemaei referenced animals, landscapes and mythol- 
ogy from her native Iran. In this exhibit, the references are less specific to one culture. 
Her wish to heal now seems more directed to all the forests. 

One of the large photographs, titled “JAAN #5,” is a close-up of the red scarf. The 
cloth is on the ground circling a slug, and the composition is such that the slug is in the 
center of the frame. The image reminds me of Andy Goldsworthy, the land or environ- 
mental artist who’s been using the Earth as a stage for his art for decades. Goldswor- 
thy moved elements of nature that he found, such as leaves or rocks, into differently 
ordered formations, like circles or spirals. 

Naeemaei doesn’t move things, Clarke says. 

The scarfis laid around the animal, protecting it. She doesn’t want to change nature, 
she wants to picture it unchanged — unharmed. @
